BOTMrt. who la atUehed to the aUff 
of the Flower Hoapltal, for live 
.vcais! has conducted experiments of 
traiisrusion of blood, with rcHnlts. 
he says, tliaf are amazing. 

Prof. SoresI to-day told of saving; 
the life of a male patient, and the 
body waa apparently moribund. Af- 
ter the explanation of hia experi- 
menta with tranafnalon of blood in 
animala. Prof. Soroal aald. 

"An experiment with a male 
pneumonia patient waa perhaps not 
as siiei i.ic ular. but more KraiifyiTii; 
in res\ilts. This patient was entire- 
ly without respiration from all tests 
applied and therefore actually mor- 
ibund to human knowledge when I 
made a tranafubion of blood from a 
normal man through the jugular 
vein of the |)Htlent. The rclnrn to 
life was prompt and recovery fol- 
lowed ill d\ip course. 

"If such transfusions could be 
made promptly, the loss of life 
would be materially lowered. 

"In a recent experiment at Flow- 
er Hospital, I pumped all tbe blood 
from a dog until the animal lay ab- 
solutely lifeless. For minutes 1 
allowed the animal to renu in with- 
out a spark of life. Tlie liejrt liad 
stopped beating and every funciinn 
of life bad ceased. 

"I connected the blood vessels of 
the dog with thoae of another dog 
and permitted the blood to flow. In- 
side of Hve minutes there wan a 
complete return of life, and the dog 
soon was ycdpiiu; in an entirely nor- 
mal way. Oilier e\|)erlineiils with 
dogs have yielded aniaziu); results. 

"When the way has been found 
to connect directly with the left 
side of the heart, medical adence 
wili be able to reatore human be- 
ings to life after all animation lias 
been suspended, provided there Is 
no organic trouble. The resnsolta- 
lioM will he elfecllve in ciisr-; of 
gas or drug poisoniiiKS. hemor- 
rbagea and such diseases as typhoid 
and pneumonia. Sudden death by 
accident when no vital organ baa 
been crippled, will fall within the 
scope of the transfusion method. 

"I'nder the new science It will be 
possible to restore life after ii has 
been exiini! for half an hour 1 am 
devoting most of niy lime to these 
experiments, and' hope before Ions 
to be able to make an Important an- 
nonneemant to the world of ael- 
ence."

The vital connection between in- 
sanity and alcohol Is Illustrated 
anew by statistics from Kansas, a 
Prohibition SUte. Whereas in al- 
moot every p«rt of the world the in- 
eroasing ratio of mental disease IK 
causinc alarm, in Kansas the pro- 
portion f)f insanity Is apparently 
Steadily declininu. In liHii com- 
mitments to the asylums for the In- 
sane amounted to '16.2 per 100,000 
of the population. In 1910 the 

) number had fallen to 4S.3 and 1911 
(o 88.3 per 100,000. The members 
bf the State Board of Control and 
tile asvluiii oniclals credit this sat- 
isfactory condition of affairs to the 
stricter enforcement of the prohi- 
bition laws and the consequent 
diminution In the quantity of alco- 
hol consumed. They pointed out 
that alianlau attribota at least 10 
par cant of all easaa of insanity to 
alcohol directly, and Indirectly the 
drug is an Important factor in the 
causation of a mu' h hinlier percent- 
age nf cases, so that the Kansas 
statistics agree fairly well with 
those of the alienlat atatlatici<in. 
"A The Ufa laaaranco eompaniea of 
England maka a earefnl atudy of 
the relation of .alcohol to longevity. 
For example, the report of the 
Sceptre Life Association contains an 
Instructive comparison between the 
mortality of ita abstaining and non- 
abataining policy holdera. In 1911. 
In the general aaottoa. £ha mortality 
was 77.7t par aaat ot the axpacted: 
that la. there war* 106 ont of ISB 
expected deaths. In the temper- 
ance section the mortality was 
i only 51.11 per cent, of the expected 
\teaths, or 0» out of 13.'>. For the

the general section, ?9.7: In the 
temperance section, r 2 4'. Itoih 
flasses of policy holib rs are of llie 
some social 'status, encased In the 
same occupations, and have paaaed 
the fame medical examlntlon. The 
coBclaalon le therefore 4mwn that 
total abetlnenee teetfa te longevltr. 
Howarer. no account 'is taken of the 
fact that total abstainers are n|)t to 
be more careful In all their ways of 
life than the averRe citizen. They 
are more thrifty, pay more atten- 
tion to hygiene, Ac, and theae fac- 
tors must play come part In their 
lonfevity. — [ Intemattoaal Tear 
Book.
